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GOVERNMENT URGED | 


‘ 


TELECOMMUNICATIONS | 
Last week the government was! 
urged to make full Use of Canada’s 
telecommunications companies as the 
most economic and efective way of 
implementing a Canadian satellite 
communications system. 

The recommendation was made in a 
brief presented to Postmaster Gen- 
eral pha Rmsewies Minister-designate 
of the ptopsed federal department of 
comunications, by the Trans-Canada 
Telephone system and CN-CP Tele- 


‘communications. The brief was in re- 


sponse to a Government White Paper 
on satellite comunications issued in 
March. és 

The telecommunications companies 
gaid that if the government decided 
to establish a satellite corporation 
and participate in its ownership, “we 
are prepared to co-operate fully, and 
place our experience and resources at 
the service of the Canadian public”. 

Public interest demands that Cana- 
da’s limited technical manpower and 
finances, be used with the greatest 
possible economy and efficiency in® 
developing a satellite system and as- 
suring its proper integration with the 
terrestrial communications network, 
the brief continued. It stated that the 


‘ telecommunications companies were 


able to make “a unique and valuable 
contribution in terms of experience, 
available facilities and skilled work- 
ers, together with specialized know- 
ledge of, requirements and tech- 
nology”. 

It maintained, however, that the 


ginal proposal of May, 1967, to fi- 
nance, build and operate 4 satellite 
system remained sound and economi- 
gal, meeting the “test of public in- 
terest’? without any expenditure of 
public funds. 

Should the government decide on @ 
joint satellite coporation, the brief 
recommended: 

1, The corporation "should be estab- 
lished under joint financial ownership, 
on an all-equity basis, with principal 
share allotments assigned to the gov- 
ernment and the telecommunications 
companies. The general public might 
eventually be offered shares, but it 
should be recognized it might be 
many years before the corporation

Wallace began his drive for 
a straight flush in presidential 
politics at the ¢>or of the Uni- 
wersity of Alabama in 1962. 
Then governor of that state, he 
went through the political cha- 
wade of pretending to block 
Wegro students and federal 
marshals from integrating the 
sohool. - 

-. Using the governor's office 
in Alabeina~ as a national 
sounding board; Wallace began 
to attract attention as the most 
violent remaining ‘anti-segrega- 
tionist governor in America. 
He condemned the civil rights 
movement as a Communist 
plot, cultivated the white baek- » 
Jash against Negro unrest into 
an attack on “crime in the 
streets”, and ‘called for total 
victory in Vietnam. 

Wallace played the role of a 
spoiler in the 1964 Democcrat- 
ic presidential primaries. He 
ran up significant percentages 
in several northern states and 
would probably have launched 
® serious Presidential cem-

The organization of the 
American Independent party 
in itself represents tremendous 
political skill, dedication and 
considerable ‘unexplained fi- 
nancial support. It is not easy 
to get a mew party on the 
ballot of most American states, 
but Wallace has manged to do 
this, starting with California 
and continuing through a wide 
crescent to Florida. 

Wallace will not be on 
enough state ballots to win the 
Presidency in November even 
if he did have the backing of a 
majority of Americans. 

But because of the American 
voting system, Wallace could 
prevent either the Democratic 
or Republican candidates from 


winning a majority of electoral — 


votes. (The candidate who 
gains a bare majority of a 
state’s popular vote wins ALL 
of that state’s electoral vote. In 
turn, the candidate with a ma- 
jority of electoral votes be- 
comes president). 


If Wallace should be able to 
win enough Southern states to 
prevent either major party 
gandidate from gaining a clear 
majority of the electoral vote, 
the election will be decided by 
the House of Representatives. 
And it is Wallace’s hope that if 
this happens, he will then be 
able to horse trade his support 
to the candidate willing to 
meet the demands. 


In this event, George Wal- 
lace, not the American people, 
would decide who is to occupy 
the White House and what pol- 
icies the new president is to 
pursue at home and abroad. 


The threat of this becoming 
reality has so shaken American 


politicians that proposals have . 


heen made to abolish the elec- 
toral college and to elect the

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|\WATER POLLUTION 
‘BLAMED FOR 


: KILLING OUR BEACHES 


| Sewage and industrial effluents 
\from Canada's major cities are kill- 
ing fish and driving bathers away 
from previously pure and popular 
waterside recreational w-eas. 

Canada, with more fresh water 
than any other country in the world, 
is facing the problem of policing this 
resource and keeping it pure. 

A cross-Canada survey by the Ca- 
nadian Press shows that Ontario, with 
more than two-fifths of the nation's 
population and a major part of its 
heavy industry, is experiencing most 
of the water pollution problems. _ 

In Ottawa, pollution in the Rideau 
River has forced the city’s medical 
officer of health to close two popu- 
lar beaches in the central section of 
the city. 

Ottawa officials believe raw sewage 
draining from suburban Nepean 
Township into the Rideau accounts 
for the problem. - 

Although Lake Erie suffers some 
of the worst pollution in the province, 
an Ontario Water Resources Com- 
mission spokesman said much of the 
lake is unpleasant to swim in, but not 
unsafe. 


LET’S RETURN TO 
THE RETURNABLE 


. During the postal strike writers of 
Letters to the Editor were remark- 
ably determined to continue express- 
ing their beefs, though it put them 
lto the cost and inconvenience of send- 
ing them by wire or bringing them 
in by hand. 

A considerable number of these 
missives dealt with the question of 
none~-returnable bottles for soft 
drinks. Reading them over -— both 
the printable and unprintable — one 
is forced to the conclusion that On- 
tario citizens, excluding those with 
igpecial interests such as soft-drink 
and bottle manufacturers and super- 
market managers, are virtually 
unanimous in their opposition to non- 
returnable soft-drink bottles, 

It is therefore interesting to note

At the {On- 
tario Municipal Assocation meeting 
this week in Windsor, some dozen 
muncipalities, mostly cities, presented 
ls resolution calling upon the provin- 
leial government to ban non-return-

| passed by the association. ;

Ontario Highway Traffic Act 


‘Turn Signals: Four-way flashers may 
be used to indicate a disabled vehicle 
or emergency situation. Turn signals 
must not be used for this purpose and 
should be used only when the motorist 
intends to turn, change lanes or move 
from a parked position, Effective 
September 1, 1968. 

Flashing Green Signal Lights permit 
exclusive left turns as well as per- 
mitting traffic to turn right or proceed 
straight. through while conflicting 
traffic at the intersection is stopped. 
Effective September 1, 1968. 


Pedestrians must not cross the street 
on a flashing green traffic light: ex- 
cept where pedestrian “Walk” 'sig- 
nals are displayed. Then they should 
obey signals. Effective September |, 
1968. , 

Riding in House or Boat Trailers is 
prohibited. Effective September 1, 
1968. 


Walking on Highways with speed 
limits of 50 mph or higher may be 
prohibited by municipal by-laws. 
Effective immediately. 

Attaching Oneself to a Moving Vehicle 
is prohibited. Effective September I, 
1968. 

Licence Suspension up to 30 days for 
speeding 30: mph or more over. the 
limit is now at the discretion of the 
convicting magistrate. Effective im- 
mediately. 

A Resident of Another Province of 
Canada who drives in Ontario must 
have a valid driver's licence issued by 
his province. Such driver must obtain 
an Ontario licence upon becoming 
an Ontario resident and surrender 
his current driver’s licence issued by 
such other province. Effective immed- 
jately. 

Used Motor Vehicles: Private Sales: 


- Unless the new owner of a used motor 


vehicle can produce a certificate of 
mechanical fitness to the Ontario 
Department of Transport (notice of a 
sale or transfer must be given within 
six days) he must surrender the plates 
and an Unfit Vehicle Permit will be 
issuccd. After the vehicle has been 


made fit, plates can be obtained by 
producing a certificate of mechanical 
fitness. Effective November 1, 1968. 


A dealer must now surrender the li- 
cence plates of a used motor vehicle to’ 
the Department at the time of the sale 
unless he is able to give the buyer a 
certificate of mechanical fitness or 
unless he is selling to another dealer. 


Farm Tractors, self-propelled farm 
implements and any vehicle being 


pulled by'either of them must carry'a 


Slow moving vehicle’. sigd:.of<a 
specified design when operating on 
the highway. Effective September 1, 
Wider’ Vehicles and Loads. The per- 
missible width limit of 96” has been 
increased to 102”, Effective 
immediately. 

Motorcycle Helmets that meet speci- 
fied standards must be worn by 
operators and passengers. Effective 
September 1, 1968. 

Certain Municipalities *may Exempt 
Themselves by By-Law from School 
Bus Regulation requiring operators 
to flash red signal lights when 
stopped to pick up or discharge pas- 
sengers where the speed limit is over 
35 mph (Metropolitan Toronto and 
satellites, Metropolitan Ottawa and 


satellites, London, Windsor and - 


Hamilton). 


In municipalities that pass such a 
by-law, school buses will. not flash 
red signal lights and other traffic 
will not be required to stop, Effective 
immediately, 

Motorized Snow Vehicles will be 
regulated by special legislation,

At least 80 persons were killed in 
weekend accidents across Canada, 65 
in traffic. 

A survey by The Canadian Press 
from 6:00 p.m., Friday, to midnight, 
Sunday, local times, also showed 
seven drownings, three persons Kkil- 
led in a fire and five deaths from 


other accidents. 


Quebec had the worst toll, with 32 
dead — 29 in traffic, one drowning, 
and two. persons asphyxiated. 

At least 24 persons died in Ontario, 
20 on the roads and four by drowning. 
Six were killed in one collision at 
Plantagenet, Ontario.

- However, he looks for a 
tight race with the conference 
winner coming away with a 
won-lost record of about 8-4. 

Wally is positive a college 
quarterback cannot make the 
adjustment to professional 
football in one year. He ex- 
plained that it takes two or 
three years just to recognize 
defenses and be able to adjust 
on pass-patterns when the 
prime receiver is covered. 

The more he talked the more - 
knowledgeable he sounded. It 
brought to mind a remark last 
year made by a Toronto sports- 
caster who asked coach Cahill: 
“When is Gabler going to grow 
up?” 

Last year Cahill couldn't 
find an answer. This year he 
wouldn’t have to find an answ- 
er as the question won't be put 
forth. 


Five persons died in New Bruns- 
wick, three in traffic, one by drown- 
ing and one in a miscellaneous mis- 
ap.

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Qne way of judging the cali- 
bre of municipal leadership is 
by watching reaction to the 
presence of hippies in a com. 
munity, 


If the reaction is hysterical, 
inconsistent and somehow out 
of focus with the treatment of 
‘other social problems, it can 
be assumed that maturity and 
judgment is absent in the 
council chambers. 


The phenomenon of the hip- 
pies is a distinct social devel- 
opment of the 1960s. It is 
evidence of deep underlying 
problems in our society. Yet 
the reaction of too many politi- 
cal leaders is entirely punitive. 
Their idea seems to be either 
to punish the hippies for being 
that way, or to shove them on 
to some other town where they 
won't be blighting our proper- 
ty values or business turn-over. 


One of the most laughable 
attitudes, and one which pre- 
vaily especially in Toronto, is 
that toward something which 
Toronto's mayor Bill Dennison 
describes - as the - “hardened 
hippie.” You see, there are 
really two kinds ° of hippies, 
according to these people. 


' Those who are out for a bit of 


innocent weekend fun, and 
then the fierce, gruesome, 
“hardened” hippie who must 
be hounded and punished at 
all costs. 


There is plenty of evidence 
around that most hippies come 
from homes where there are 
serious emotional and psycho- 
logical disturbances. In most 


» instances, they are fleecing par- 


ents who are unable to offer 
them the mature love and 
guidance which adolescents 
need. ra 


Because their gathering in 


large numbers sometimes cre- 


ates health problems (such as 
the hepatitis scare which upset: 
businessmen in Toronto’s York- 
ville district because , . J well, 
not because some hippies were 
ill, but, because that was scar- 
ing the money-laden tourists 
off), it is now. advocated in 
some quarters that hippies be 
punished for being what they 
are. 

Toronto obviously cares 
more about the welfare of cars 


the hippies a 


then the welfare of people. 
Witness the decision of he 
Board of Control to deny a 
responsible local group use of 
an old firehal!l asa shelter for 
hippies. Instead, it will be torn 
@own and used as a parking \ 
lot. 

The suggestion in Regina by 
health minister John Munro 
that penalties for offenses in- 
volving marijuana he reduced 
has predictedly brought loud 
protests from police. Munro 
says flatly that marijdana is not 
a narcotic. 

But it ig not only in Toronto 
that civie leaders either can- 
not, or refuse to, recognize 
that the kind of social illness 
which produces hippies cannot 
be stamped out by punitive 
action.

Jean Dra- 
peau, the man whose initiative 
and imagination gave this 
country Expo and his city a 
major league. baseball team, 
becomes hysterical when you 
talk about hippies. Hound 
them out of Montreal because 
they miglit offénd tourists, he 
apparently believes. 


In British Columbia, the city ~~ 
council of New Westminster, 
in an action for which it clears 
ly has no constitutional right, 
bans the sale of a hippie paper 
on the streets because “it is 
not a family paper.” The paper 
in question, the Georgia 
Straight, is only faintly porno- 
graphic compared to the thou- 
sands of hard core obseene and 
sick pocket books’ which are 
merchandised on every news- 
stand in that city. 

There is growing support for 
the idea that municipal polities 
needs to be brought into some 
kind of mainstream of political 
life in this country, so ‘that 
more mature people will be 
attracted to this important !ev- 
el of public affairs. The only 
way .of doing this will be to 
establish party politics on the 
municipal level, to give some 
common sense stability. and 
leadership to political deci- 
sions in local affairs,
